Editorial 


HIS year, as never before, the military school has become one of 


the greatest factors in the education of young men. Hereto- 
fore they were thought of by most people as merely a kind of 
reformatory—distinguished from other schools by the uniform, 
and greater strictness. But now. most people rea‘ize that a mili- 
tary school means something more, and consequently have be- 
come interested. The government proves this by sending equip- 
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schools under the direct supervision of the United States War Department; 
designating them as units of the Reserve Officers’ Training Corps. 

The Augusta Military Academy is only one of these countless schools, but we 
believe that in many respects we are better than most. This is rather an egotisti- 
cal statement, but nevertheles we belive it true, and our one great reason is em- 
bodied in the word “spirit.” 

In this issue of the RECALL we have tried to sum up the more important hap- 
penings and incidents of the year with the idea of showing, at least something 
of the wonderful “spirit” that has placed A. M. A. in the front rank. 

The REcatt is published solely by the cadets, for the cadets, and naturally 
concerns only the cadets themselves; and so, as a result there are a great many 
things in this book that only the cadets can understand and appreciate. 

Have you ever gone out for one of the teams, or been on the side lines helping 
the team to win by your whole souled cheering? Have you been an officer or a 
private, and to which company did you belong? Have you gone to the dances? 
Have you had guard duty or any other penalties? Do you remember mornings 
when you “laid in” for Rev. and how disgusted you were when the O. D. told 
you to report down? Have you ever had Captain Yarborough threaten to throw 
you through the “keyhole?” Do you remember certain other good times you 
have had during the year and who took part in them? If you have experienced 
any of these things or any others, then this book may serve to bring some of 
them back to you both now and in the future. It is our hope that this book will 
recall these things and that it truly and impartially reviews the many different 
departments and organizations which make up the “life” and “spirit” of A. M. A. 

For their valuable assistance, both advisory and practical, we wish to extend 
our sincere thanks to Major Jacob, and Captains Sandidge, MclIlhenny, Fleming, 
Fraser, and Jordan, and also the corps of cadets for their hearty co-operation in 
everything asked of them. 
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The word “military” has been foremost in 
the mind of the world for the past few years, 
and since the United States entered the 
World War her people have learned even the 
smallest details connected with military. 

Before the great conflict, people gave little 
attention to this important branch of our 
great nation, but they undertook their new 
tasks with zeal and patriotism, and soon ac- 
complished more than was ever thought pos- 
sible. 

A. M. A. did not fall behind when every 
one was called upon to meet the arising diff- 
culties connected with the struggle for lib- 
erty. Although Major Roller was called to 
the service of his country, we were fortu- 
nate enough to have Major Jacobs assisted 
by a staff of proficient army and marine 

ODay ORS officers whose tactical instructions produced 
the most thoroughly trained battalion that A. M. A. has ever known. 

The session opened on September 26th, and training was started immediately 
for the new men, with the old cadets acting as instructors. Five hours were spent 
every day in drilling the new cadets in the fundamental principles of military 
training. All the old cadets who were not acting as instructors were not idle 
during this time. They were given bayonet drill under the supervision of Capt. 
Rawlings. 


In a short time four large companies and a band were formed, officers were 
temporarily appointed, and a class for the study of the I. D. R. was organized. 
With this good start, the wheels of A. M. A.’s military machine were soon 
moving rapidly. Before going into winter quarters the battalion was able to 
perform creditably the close-order drill, extended order, calesthenics and cere- 
monies. 

The corps went into winter quarters on December 6th, and during the winter 


months the drill was devoted entirely to Butt’s Manuel and calesthenics. In 
spite of the fact that drill always grows tiresome and monotonous in winter, 


a marked improvement was shown over the last year’s work. 

The weather man was kind and the winter was short and mild. This was 
quite an advantage because more time could be devoted to drill on the parade 
grounds. 

The corps came out of winter quarters on March 16th, and began close-order 
drill again. Each company was detailed a tactical officer, and the work was started 
with a snap, and in a few days a great improvement was shown in the general 
appearance of the companies. The tactical officers of “A,” “B,” “C,” and “D” 
companies were respectively, Major Jacobs, Capt. Carter, Capt. Fleming, and 
Capt. Dudley. 

With the persistent efforts of our Principal and our Commandant, and with 
the hearty co-operation of the cadets, A. M. A. was able to become a unit of 
the Reserve Officers’ Training Corps. 

In the latter part of February, the government sent to us Lieut. Lockhart 
to act as head of this unit and already we are to say that a better man 
could not have been detailed for this work. His lectures have been highly 
beneficial to both the corps and the faculty, and his military advice was all for 
our betterment. 

Through his influence Sergeant-Major Cooper and Sergeant Waldron were 
detailed by the government to act as military advisers. These officers have 
had long and experienced training in the army, and they were able to bring to 
us many new ideas and suggestions in regard to our general military efficiency. 

A. M. A. has derived a great many benefits from Wee GRE Oe A Ce Ihe 
offers a chance to all its members to attend summer camps, free of charge, it 
has given us new equipment, such as new Enfield rifles, web belts, cartridge 
boxes, tentage, ammunition, and the necessary insignia. 

Attempts are now being made to secure a spring camp, and from all 
indications, we will spend a part of our spring training in camp. The government 
will furnish the tentage for the camp and also such other supplies as we 
need. The corps of cadets is looking forward to this new feature of the military 
training with a great deal of anticipation, because it will be instructive and at the 
same time a pleasure. 

In the early spring a new system of interior guard was instituted, and in 
order that the corps could become thoroughly acquainted with this system, a 
class was held daily under the supervision of Capt. Dudley, formerly of the 
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Marine Corps. Through his efforts and instructions, the new system was soon 
a success. The system was copied, as near as was possible, after the United 
States Army system of interior guard duty, and much better results were 
immediately perceived. 

As soon as the weather permitted, two dress parades were given each week, 
and the companies were inspected on each Saturday by their tactical officers. 
This, with the close-order and extended order drill, furnished a schedule by 
which the battalion was made into a “crack” unit of the R. O. T. C. 

Tactical officer, Major Jacob, and Captain Wangenstein have placed Company 
“A” at the top and they have already pictured in their minds, the company cup, 
which is awarded to the best drilled company each year. 

But Company “B” is still in the race, and when Instructor Carter and Capt. 
Davis, L., have been satisfied, this company will certainly make a good showing 
at Finals. 

In spite of the fact that Company “C” is the smallest company, it has shown 
some remarkable improvement since spring training began. This improvement 
was due, to a large extent, to the tactical instructions given by Capt. Fleming 
and the assistance of Capt. Winfree and the willingness of the company. 

The “snap” and precision acquired by Company “D” since Captain Dudley 
began to drill it has been truly remarkable. Capt. Davis, H., unless he is given 
some strong opposition, will lead his company to a high standing when the time 
arrives for the competitive drill,

Willingly, cheerfully, they labored, encouraged by lusty yells from their spirited 
corps. The end of the season left them a happy consolation—that of work well 
done. 


HOGSHEAD 


As a result of uncertain conditions due to the 
epidemic of influenza and a delayed opening of the 
session, our season was necessarily shorter than 
those of previous years. Plans for a game with 
Randolph-Macon Academy failed to materialize, and 
Shenandoah Valley Academy cancelled the night be- 
fore a Thanksgiving game because of the Spanish 
plague—thus eliminating two cherished victories 
from the schedule. 

The opening game came with Virginia Military 
Institute at Lexington. S. A. T. C. conditions had 
prevented college football contests prior to Novem- 
ber Ist. It is useless to say that the Red, White, 
and Yellow were forced to exert themselves to the 
utmost in order to win. Not until the last period 
did the ball go over by a fake play for the only 
touchdown of the game. During the first half the 


ball was, for the most part, in the center of the field, but later superior weight 
alone netted the victory to V. M. I. by a score of 6-0 in the final period. Davis, 


C., Hogshead, and Christian played stellar ball in the 
line, while Burge, Leech, and Oppleman raced for 
gains through the holes which they made in the op- 
ponents’ line . Bunting and Thomas starred for the 
“Keydets.” 

On October 26th we clashed with Massanutten 
Academy on our field for the first home game of the 
season. None but those who engage in athletics can 
appreciate to a great extent the loyal support of the 
corps and the fact that such support is necessary 
for the success of the team which is representing its 
Alma Mater. And to say that the corps rooted and 
yelled and yelled and rooted would be putting the 
team’s appreciation in a mild form. So content we 
must be with giving to the side-line cadets a fair 
portion of the credit which is due for that 32-0 vic- 
tory over the plucky little Massanutten tribe from

Woodstock. They fought—truly they waded and 
ploughed—for the field was an ocean of mud, but 
they fought to no avail. End runs seemed impos- 
sible on such a field as the rain had made ours, but 
Burge and Oppleman made some long ones. Off- 
tackle plays produced mud heaps, but Nolte, Leech, 
and Ironmonger squirmed their way through for 
good gains, and five times the oval rested for goals 
behind the end lines, In fact, the whole varsity dis- 
played such ability that soon they were relieved from 
duty in the muddy affair and worthy scrubs sent in 
to take their places. 

The following Saturday Woodberry Forest, 
long our athletic rivals, failed to cope successfully 
with our tactics and went down in defeat before our 
onrush, Lambeth Field, of the University, witness-

ing our 20-0 victory.

team was at its best, and each man did his share in the winning of the victory 


which meant so much to old Augusta. The backs 
through ox-cart openings made by Spartan lineman, 
the ends tackled low and sure, the toe of the kicker 
punted high and far, the guards and tacklers did all 
that could be expected of any who played such posi- 
tions, and all brought back coveted laurels. Opple- 
man raced once for a touchdown from a kick-off, 
Harwood breaking the way, and the two, so rumor 
has it, carried on an interesting conversation while 
making the entire length of the field at Dan Patch 
speed. “Bud” Christian showed his mettle by p!ead- 
ing with tear-stained eyes to remain in the game 
after suffering a dislocated arm. Twice in later 
contests he suffered a similar accident, but was in 
both cases, equally opposed to leaving the game. 

On November 9th came the memorable 0-0 
game with Episcopal High in Alexandria. Once 
more the corps came to the rescue, this time with

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their financial support, and, thanks to their gene- 
rosity, we enjoyed an extra day of sightseeing in 
wandering over the historic streets of our National 
Capital. Despite the honors which were accorded 
our men in a select café (the French National Hymn 
being played by the orchestra for their benefit), the 
day in Washington was one not soon to be forgot- 
ten. The day was an ideal one for a fine contest, 
and each team went on the field with visions of vic- 
tory, our men having previously planned to avenge 
the sting of that 24-0 defeat of the preceding season. 
And yet the fates turned the wheel of chance neither 
to victory nor defeat, and not once was the goal of 
either side dangerously threatened. For A. M. A. 
Davis, C., Hogshead, Oppleman, and lronmonger 
played well while Carrington was the particular star 
for the Episcopalians. 


And then on the 16th of November came the “On to Staunton” cry. With 
corps, band, faculty, and a goodly body of alumni to cheer the team on, we in- 


vaded the hostile Kable soil. But alas! The rumors 
of their strong team, which had frequently reached 
our ears, proved only too true when rivals met, and 
Augusta bowed in defeat by a score of 27-6. And 
yet, while we lost, we may truly say that sheer weight 
and time took from our hands the victory. Rollers 
scored in the first period, Davis, E., falling on the 
ball for a touchdown after Cabell Davis had blocked 
an attempted kick. Staunton returned to the game 
in the second half greatly strengthened, while the 
loss through injury of four of our linemen caused 
substitution of men much lighter in weight and less 
experienced in the finer points of the game. The 
end of play came finally, only when the longest game 
on record in the history of A. M. A. had been fought 
against tremendous odds, and lost by a score small 
in comparison with those which our rival had made 
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against some of Virginia’s strongest college teams. 
And, if we lost, we are certain that there is no stigma 
attached to the defeat. Burge, Hogshead, Sullivan, 
and Davis, E., were mentioned as the particular stars 
of the game, while we would give to each man who 
played a like amount of credit. 

Defeats are always hard to endure, but the 
spirit of the cadets aiter the Staunton game was a 
remarkable one, and their encouragement doubtless 
was in a measure largely responsible for the wonder- 
ful come-back spirit which the eleven showed on the 
21st when Fishburne Military Academy suffered the 
19-0 defeat at our hands. The weather was crisp. 
challenging the pigskin followers to do their best, 
and their best they did. Injuries had been patched, 
the Monday before forgotten for the time being, and 
victory was the word on every tongue. Oppleman, 

the veteran quarter-back captain, drove his men, using each play at the opportune 
time, and each signal carried the ball nearer the goal. Once over, the fact was 
duplicated. And then, in the final period, Runnels 
intercepted a pass to a Fishburne end and raced forty 
yards for the third and last touchdown of the game. 
During the final period of play the second team re- 
placed the first and, when the timer’s whistle an- 
nounced the end of play the ball was in their hands 
advancing for a fourth goal. Shenandoah Valley 
Academy having been forced to cancel because of 
influenza, the season was closed after this victory. 
At a meeting held several weeks later letters 
were presented to the following men: Oppleman, 
Captain; Christian, Davis, C., Sullivan, Hogshead. 
Taylor, C., Harwood, Davis, E., Ironmonger, Burge, 
Nolte, Davis, H., Runnels, Ray, Hudgins, and Lewis, 
C. It is useless to laud their merits as individuals. 
Regardless of the Kable defeat, we know that the

February 25th gave us the first opportunity to make good that promise to 
the corps. And certain we are that the team showed a most remarkable come- 
back spirit in the 31-13 game which was played against Fishburne.

The Baseball Season 
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HE return of Captain Carter, A. M. A.’s baseball coach, from 
the army has greatly enhanced the chances for a succesful 
season for 1919. Captain Carter, who has been our coach for 
the past three years, along with the unquestioned talent of our 
large squad, promises to lead us in the most successful baseball 
season on record at the school. 

Four monogram men, Christian, Hogshead, Pack, and Harwood, are with 
us again, and with these old standbys to lead the team, we have no cause for fear. 

“Bud” Christian, Captain of the team both last year and this, is the brightest 
star on the team. His phenomenal ability behind the bat, his ability with the 
stick, and heady leadership—due to his thorough knowledge of the game—are 
the greatest assets of the team. “Piggy” Hogshead was chosen as assistant cap- 
tain, and leads Christian a close race, although in a different line—Hogshead 
playing second. Early in the season Hogshead had the exceedingly hard luck of 
breaking his ankle while sliding at third, and as a result has been out of the game 
for almost a month. However, we expect him back almost any time now to help 


us win some of the last games of the season—which are also the most important. 

The call for baseball aspirants was sounded.during the last week of February, 
and resulted in some forty odd candidates, comprising some of the most promis- 
ing material seen for a long time, Stitler, Sullivan, and Davis, E., being the most 
prominent of these, although too much cannot be said of the rest. The gap left 
by Hogshead’s untimely accident has been admirably filled by Deal, while Sulli- 
van, one of our new men, has shown his ability in holding down third. The for- 
mer’s accurate fielding and dependability on sacrifice hits has, no doubt, been one 
of the causes of our success thus far, notwithstanding his youth and smallness 
of stature. 

Stitler, our star pitcher, aided by Harwood and Palmer, has succeeded in 
practically overwhe’ming our opponents in every game. Stitler, especially, must 
be given particular mention, as it has been due largely to his wonderful ability 
as a pitcher and knowledge of the game that we have won so consistently in 
every battle. Harwood and Palmer, our second string pitchers, may be depended 
upon to give a good account of themselves ‘n all games. 
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Smith, E., on first is not only a very consistent player in that line, but also 
may be counted on for a hit at any time, His work on first alone, however, is 
enough to warrant him a steady berth on the team. 

Davis, E., shortstop, is a fine player, and has contributed largely to the 
winning qualities of the nine. 

In the field we have Pack, right, Leech, center, and Marrow, T.., left, all 
of whom would do credit to any team. Pack is not only our best fielder, handling 
everything within possible reach, but is also the best slugger on the team, and 
gives the whole corps a feeling of confidence when he steps up to the plate. It 
may be also added that it is very seldom indeed that he is forced to step away 
from the plate until having completed the circuit of the bases. Leech and 
Marrow are also very good in the field and at bat, and we feel that their positions 
could not well be filled by any others. 

Last but not least come the scrubs, whose unflagging efforts and utter faith- 
fulness, coupled with their willingness to work, has unquestionably been one 
of the greatest contributions to the success and general good spirits of the var- 
sity. Among the most faithful of these may be mentioned Ragsdale and Eller, 
whose particular merits will be mentioned later. 


RESUME OF GAMES 


The initial game of the season between the varsity and the Faculty was 
played on March 11th, and could hardly be called more than a practice game. 
The varsity easily defeated the sedate members of the Faculty to the tune of 
seven to two. Although the game was not much from the standpoint of base- 
ball, it was a decided success in its comical features. Captain Fleming, in the 
field, cavorting around like a locoed steer, furnished the nucleus of the comedy 
stuff, and it goes on record that despite his terrible physical exertions in pursuit 
of “flies,” not one of the baseball kind did he succeed in capturing. It may be 
also added that his work with the stick, while it would have done credit to a 
toothpick expert, could hardly get by on the diamond. We would like to dwell 
upon this subject longer, as the above is only a small part of the amusing features 
of the game, but we think that perhaps the Faculty would not wish us to dis- 
course further upon their respective merits. It might be well to state, however, 
for the benefit of those who might not understand, that the clothes that Colonel, 
the Faculty’s wonderful pitcher, wore on that memorable occasion, are not his 
only ones. Far be it from such! 
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The first real contest of the season was staged on March 20th with the 
Staunton All-Stars. The game was a tight pitcher’s battle, but finally ended in 
A. M. A.’s favor by the score of two to nothing. The game was won in the 
third inning by Smith and Christian, the former scoring on a close play at the 
plate. The pitching of Augusta’s three moundsmen, Harwood, Stitler, and Pal- 
mer, was the whole show, as they only allowed their opponents one hit, and struck 
out twelve times that number. The team, as a whole, played a fine game— 
especially in fielding. 

On the following day we played Harrisonburg High School at Harrisonburg. 
The game was a regular batting practice for our boys, all of whom added greatly 
to their averages. Pack, Hogshead, and Harwood were the leaders in this 
walkover, Harwood hitting a home run. The game finally ended in a score of 
thirteen to one. 

The next two victories of the Blue and White were scored over the team 
from Weyers Cave. The first played on the “Ola Clay Bowl” resulted in a vic- 
tory of eight to three for our boys. The game was exciting from start to finish, 
but some of the spice of Victory was lost when Hogshead, our second sacker 
met with the accident before mentioned. 

The second game with Weyers Cave was played on the latter’s grounds. 
Although the day was better fitted for football than baseball, because of the 
extreme cold and violent wind, our varsity succeeded in sewing up the score 
seven to one at the end of seven innings. Accurate fielding was impossible because 
of the wind, but our boys played a fine game in spite of this difficulty. Stitler’s 
all-round playing was a particular feature of the day. 

On April 4th A. M. A. again met Harrisonburg High School on their own 
grounds, and as usual took away the lion’s share of the spoils—A. M. A., twelve, 
Harrisonburg, two. In this contest, also, Augusta played a fine game with Har- 
wood and Palmer on the mound. 

The team left on April 8th for a three-day trip to Fork Union, Woodberry, 
and Episcopal High School. The first stop was Fork Union; but alas! as is some- 
times the case, bad luck hit us when least desired, even before we reached our 
destination. This time it came in the form of a car turning over on five of our 
players; and although it resulted in nothing serious—only a few sprains and 
bruises—it was enough to throw our team off form. The “Jinx” remained all 
through the game, but notwithstanding this, our team had the game won by a 
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score of one to nothing when three untimely errors—the first of the game—put 
our efforts to naught and our opponents succeeded in getting three runs. 

From Fork Union we went to Orange, Virginia, determined to defeat our 
old rival, Woodberry Forest, and succeeded, the score being: A. M. A., five, 
Woodberry, four. Augusta put over the deciding runs in the seventh on four 
hits and a sacrifice fly. Pack and Christian starred for Roller’s at the bat, Sulli- 
van and Deal did nice work in the field, and Stitler fooled the opponents with 
his accustomed wicked curves. 

The next day we played Episcopal High School, one of our greatest rivals, 
and once more we reaped the fruits of victory by a score of six to three. Stitler 
again pitched, aided by our marvelous catcher, whose uncanny faculty of sizing 
up each batsman, has won many games for us. One of the features of the game 
was a circuit clout by Davis, E., along with the consistent playing of the rest of 
the team. 

On April 17th we defeated Massanutten Military Academy by a score of 
nine to two, and on the following Monday the University of Virginia Freshmen 
went down before our team by a score of three to one. This completes the 
season up until the time the RECALL goes to press.

HERE has been nothing remarkable or spectacular about the 


work of the organization this year. Early in the session officers 
were appointed by the Principal, Cadet Hogshead being selected 
as President, Cadet Oppleman as Vice-President, and Cadet 
Froelich as Secretary and Treasurer. 


There has been a meeting regularly every Sunday night, 
and these meetings have been. fairly well attended; better than were those of last 
session. The boys themselves have conducted these meetings, aided by Colonel 
Roller, who has been very faithful in attendance and timely suggestions. Captains 
Mcllhany, Fraser, and Jordan have missed less meetings than the others, although 
several others have frequently been on hand to assist or suggest. Captain Fraser 
was welcomed back as faculty adviser on his return from service in the Marines. 

In the winter Doctor Winfield. Hall visited the Academy and gave an in- 
tensely interesting and instructive address on a subject of vital importance to 
young men. Doctor Hall is himself a splendid type of man physically and men- 
tally, and has a national reputation. The hearty applause with which his mes- 
sage was greeted at its close indicated the appreciation of the cadets. 

Later in the session Mr. Williams, Traveling Secretary of the Association, 
paid us a visit. During the day he held a conference with some of the older men 
and at night gave an address in the Academic Building, his specific purpose being 
to interest the cadets in taking up a course of Bible study. About thirty of those 
present expressed a willingness to take up the work, Mr. Hogshead being placed 
in charge, while Rev. J. B. Gordon was invited to lead the class—which position 
the latter accepted. A small handbook, “Sixteen Men Who Dared,” was se- 
lected as the text-book, and the class was promptly formed. The boys have met 
each Wednesday at eight o’clock, and have spent a most pleasant and profitable 
half hour with their teacher. The attendance has increased rapidly, ’til at the 
present time over sixty cadets are on the roll. Cadet Froelich was elected Presi- 
dent of the class, Cadet Goode, Vice-President, and Cadet Evans, Secretary and 
Treasurer. This feature of the work of the association promises to be of in- 
creasing interest and value to the individual students and to the school. 

Over a hundred of the cadets have joined the Y. M. C. A. and paid the fee 
of one dollar in exchange for their card of membership. The money thus sub- 
scribed has been used in various ways to bring comfort and cheer to others. 
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About fifty dollars was sent to the Lynchburg Orphanage, where it added to 
the Christmas joy of the children of that worthy institution. Fifteen dollars was 
given to the Salvation Army, and about thirty dollars was used to gladden the 
hearts of several unfortunate families in the vicinity of the school. The cadets 
who have made these contributions may feel assured that their gifts have given 
real help and true joy to a number of worthy people. 

Although those who have been associated with the Y. M. C. A. this vear 
look back with a degree of satisfaction upon its work, they feel that the future 
ho!ds much more in store. We need a vision of the possibilities of this organiza- 
tion’s becoming a very vital feature of the life of the Academy, attracting the 
entire battalion to its membership, and inspiring them as individuals and as a 
body of strong young men to the highest pinnacle of moral living and Christian 
service.

I leisurely dressed and 
went out to look the place over, spending the greater part of the morning riding 
the school’s horses. 

At lunch I met several other cadets, and we went out for a ride with Captain 
Yarborough. The Captain was in high spirits, and invited us to dinner that 
evening. 

It was a jolly party; we were all seated around the table of plenty in 
Captain Yarborough’s office, and we lingered over our cigars and coffee. The 
Captain was in the midst of a thrilling narrative—he was telling us of the great 
road race he won in his Oakland—when I felt someone tugging at my coat. I 
paid no heed to it, but the tugging continued. I turned to see who it was, when 
I heard someone say, “Why weren’t you at ‘Rev.’? Report down in five minutes.” 
I slowly regained my senses and with a heavy heart climbed out of my bunk— 
it was only a dream.
